To provide for the Collecting and Securing the Duties on 
Spirits distilled in Ireland in Stills exceeding One hundred 
Gallons Content.

1 the Regulations contained in several Acts in force 
in Ireland for the collecting and securing the Duties on Spirits 

distilled in Ireland in Stills exceeding One hundred gallons Content, and 
for regulating the Warehousing of such Spirits without payment of Duty, 
require Amendment ; and it is expedient that the said Acts should be 
repealed, and that other provisions should be enacted, in lieu thereof; 

Bttt tfimfow (lEnacttO by The KING’S Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 

2 of the same, THAT so much and such parts of all and every Acts and 
Act for regulating the Distillation of Spirits in Ireland by Distillers 
licensed to keep or use any Still or Stills in Ireland above one hundred 
gallons content, as shall be in force immediately before the passing of this 
Act shall from and after the fifth day of January one thous^d eight hun- 
dred and twenty-one, be, and the same is and are hereby repealed* 
except only so far as respects any duty which shall have become payable, 
or any penalty or forfeiture which shall have been incurred under the said 
Acts, or any of them, at any time previous to the said fifth day of 
January. 

And be it further Enacted, That from and after the said fifthdayofj'anuary 
one thousand eight hundred and twenty-one, no person or persons shall have or 
keep or make use of any Still or other utensil for distilling Spirits in Ireland, 
exceeding one hundred gallons content, withou t having first obtained a Licence 
for keeping and using the same, signed by Four of the Commissioners of In- 
^ land Excise and Taxes in Ireland, in the form following, (that is to say ;)

And be it further Enacted, That persons in partnership carrying on the 
business of distilling, shall not be obliged to take out more than one such 
Licence for any such Still or Stills at one and the same entered place or 
distillery, and that in every Licence directed by this Act the names of all 
the persons concerned and thereby licensed, and the description' of the 
place in which such Still or Stills shall he kept or used, shall be specified 7 

and 
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•andsetfortlj; ami that allsuch Licences shall begrantcdon theuiiietecntb day 
•of September in each and every year^ or within Ten days then next after, and Contmuauee 
at no other time of the year ; and that every such Licence shall be in force *"“*• 
for one year only, and no more, commencing on the Thirtieth day of Sep- 
-temtrer in the year in which the same shall be gra.nted, and ending on the 
twenty-ninth day of September in the year next ensuing; and that the Quantity 
quantity of Spirits for which such Distiller shall be charged during the on^D^ftlhcr. 
ccmtinuance of such Licence, shall not, in any case, be less than the full 
quantity for which the Distiller so licensed shall be chargeable in respect 
of such Still according to the content thereof, as set forth in the Table to 
this Act annexed, for a period of Thirty-two weeks, pursuant to the direc- 
tions of tins Act. 

8 And be it further Enacted, That this Act, and all regulations therein Minors, being 
contained, shall extend and be construed to extend to any person under the madetiabie 
age of Twenty-one years, in whose name, and for whose use or benefit, aiiv 
Distillery shall be exercised managed or carried on ; and such person shall 
be liable to all duties of Excise on account of such Distillery, and to all 
penalties and forfeitures under this Act, as fully to all intents and purposes 
as if such persons were adult and of full age. 

g And be it further Enacted, That for the purpose of charging the duty Mode of 
on the Spirits distilled in any such Still, the contents of every such Still conTem" 
shall be estimated according to the quantity of liquor which such Still, 
including the head thereof and every appendage to sucli Still or head of 
any kind or sort whatsoever, whereby such Still or the head thereof or any 
pwt thereof shall be connected or shall any way communicate with the 
worm, shall be found capable of containing; and if the content of any Still Penalty on 
in the Distillery of any Distiller estimated as aforesaid, shall at any time fng'conwnt* 
be found to exceed by one gallon or more in the one hundred gallons the 5«/.' &c. 
content specihed in the Licence to such Distiller, as being the content of 
such Still estimated as aforesaid, the person or persons in whose possession 
the same shall be found, or who shall have used the same, shall forfeit the 
sum of Five hundred pounds ; and every such Still so exceeding in content 
10 as aforesaid, with the Still head and appendage thereto as aforesaid, shall 
in all such cases be deemed an unlicensed Still, and shall be forfeited and 
may be seized by any officer or officers of Excise. 

And be it further Enacted, That every such Still for distilling of Spirits still fliail 
in IrelandshaM be of the proportions following; the diameter of such Still I’ncenlin 
to be taken in the widest part of such Still, and in that place of such widest 
part as shall be most remote from the bottom of such Still shall be to the 
altitude of such Still, ascertained in a perpendicular , line from the centre 
of the diameter so taken to the bottom of such Still, in the proportion of 
not more than three to one, that is to say, for every inch of such altitude 
such diameter shall not exceed three inches, and so in proportion ; and 
that the diameter of the bottom of such Still, to be taken in a horizontal 

j line, shall not be equal to the greatest diameter thereof, taken as aforesaid.

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and shall not be less than Three-fifths of such greatest diameter, nor shall 
the bottom of any such Still be otiierwise curved than inwards or tovvartft 
the body of such Still. 

And be it further Enacted, That before any such Licence shall be granted 
to any person or persons to have keep or make use of any such Still or 
Stills, the person or persons applying for the same shall transmit to the 
said Commissioners of Inland Excise and Taxes three drawings or repre- 
sentations of each and every Still for which such person or persons shall 
require a licence, and each of the said three drawings shall truly represent 
the number content in gallons, shape, figure, dimensions and proportions 
of each and every such Still or Stills, and of the head thereof, and of all 
the appendages thereto, measured and specified according to the directions 
of this Act. ‘ ' 

And be it further Enacted, That the Licence for keeping and using the 12 
Still or Stills so represented in the said three drawings, shall be granted 
andsigned upon one of such drawings or representations; and in castflhe 
content, shape, figure, dimensions, or proportions of any Still for whfch 
such Licence shall be required or granted, or tlie head or w'orm,' or any 
appendage to such Still, or the position of any Still, or of the hea^ worm 
or appendage, shall not correspond or agree with such drawing or 're- 
presentation ; or if at any time after the time of delivering such °lrawing 
or representation, or at any time during the continuance of any Licence^ 
granted on any such drawing or representation, the content, shape, figure, j, 
dimensions or proportions of any Still for wdiich sucli Licence shah be ^ 
required or granted, or of the head, worm or appendage to such Still, or 
the position of any Still, or of the head, worm or any appendage of such 
Still, shall be changed or altered, so that the same shall not correspond 
or agree with such drawing or representation, then and in any and every 
such ease the Distiller in whose Distillery such Still, Still head, worm or 
appendage shall be, shall forfeit the sum of Five hundred pounds ; and 
every such Still, together witli the head, worm and every appendage therefo 
shall be forfeited, and may be seized by any officer or officers of Excise.

And be it further Enacted, That every person requiring such I.icence, 
shall also make out, sign and deliver to the Collector of Excise for the 
district in which such Still-or other utensil for distilling is to be kept or 
used, an account in writing, to be entered and registered in the office of, r 
Escisc of the said disti-lct, . containing the name or names, and place or * 
idaces of abode of all and each of the persons requiring such Licence, 
and of all the partners in tlie Distillery, and the place whore the DisHIlery" 
containiDg such Still or other ntensil is or shall be situated, and the number ' 
of Stills, Still heads and worms intended to be kept there, and the number’ 
of gallons which the body of each such Still is capable of containing, a„d 
also the numlier of gallons which each such Still is capable of conlSnin-, ' 
together with the head thereof, and every other appendage thereto included 
separately set forth ; and also the rate of Thirteen, gallons of Spirits, J 

Twelve 
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Twelve gallons of Spirits, which the person or pwsons to be licensed 
shall consent to be charged witli, computed at the strength aforesaid, for 
every one hundred gallons of wort, wash or potale decreased in such 
Distillery during the continuance of such Licence; and every such person 
shall also in like manner make out, and sign' and deliver an account in 
writing, to be so entered and registered as aforesaid, of all coppers, vats, 
keeves, backs, coolers, vessels and other utensil's whatever, to be used in 
such Distillery, and also of the several stores,' apartments and places 
wherein any part of the business of such Distillery is to be carried on, or 

15 wherein any materials for distilling of Spirits, or any Spirits are to be kept 
or stored, with a ground plan of the whole; and in such written account 
the person and persons making the same shall distinguish every such Still, 

Still head or worm, and also every such copper, vat, keeve, back, cooler, 
vessel and other utensil, and also every such store, apartment and place, by 
separate numbers relating to each article, in arithmetical progression, be- 
ginning with number I, and shall in the ground plan set forth.the situation 
of the same respectively.; and shall also specify the particular ami separate 
use and purpose to which every such copper, vat, keeve, back, cooler, vessel 
end other utensil is intended to be put during the year or period Lor which 
such Licence shall be granted, and upon every such Still, Still head or 
worm, and upon every such copper, vat, keeve, back, cooler, wessel and 
utensil, and also upon the outside of. the door of every such store, apart- 

16 ment and place ; tlie person making such account shall paint- or cause to 
be painted with oil colour, in. black or white, and shall keep thereon 
so painted the number thereof respectively, in conformity with such ac- 
count; and the Surveyor of Excise within whose survey such Distillery 
shall be situate, shall, at tlie bottom of such account, before the same 
shall be delivered to or received by the Collectoi-, certify such account by 
signing his name thereto ; and thereupon the Collector of Excise of the 
district shall file or enter and register such account in the office of Excise 
of the district, and shall grant a certificate of such account and registry, 
by giving a copy thereof signed by him ; and such account and registry, 
and every such certificate thereof, shall be evidence on any question that 
shall or may arise, or on any information in consequence of or touching 
any of the provisions of this Act. 

J7 And be it further Enacted, That if any person requiring such Licence penalty 
shall, in any such written account made out signed and delivered by him 
for the purpose of obtaining such Licence, make any untrue statement, or 
shall omit to enter in such account any matter or thing by this Act required not fpedtied, 
to be contained in such account, or if at any time after the making out 
siting and delivery of such account, and during the continuance of such 
licence, any copper, vat, keev<^ back, cooler, vessel or other utensil, 
specified and mentioned in such account, shall be applied or put to any 
use or purpose whatsoever, other than the particular and separate use 
and purpose specified aud set fortij in such account, or if any vessel oi' 
q^tensil not mentioned described and designated as aforesaid in such 
.305. B account, 
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account, shall be made use of for any of the purposes specihed and 'set 
forth in such account, then and in every such case the person making out iS 
such account, or the Distiller in which Distillery any such copper, vat, 
keeve, back, cooler, vessel or other utensil, shall be so used or applied 
contrary' to this Act, shall forfeit the sum of Two hundred pounds. 

And be it fvirther Enacted, That before any such Licence shall be granted 
to any person or persons to keep any Still or Stills under this Act, the 
certificate of the Collector of Excise shall be produced to the person au- 
thorized to grant such Licence, and every person requiring such Licence 
shall also take and subscribe the Oath following, (that is to say ;) 

“ I, A. B. of Distiller, do make oath, 

“ that I will not use or suffer to be used in my Distillery, any 
“ copper for the purpose of distilling or making any low wines, 

“ singlings or spirits, or for any other purpose than boiling ^vater j g 
“ or small worts of a preceding brewing mixed with ^vater for 
“ brewing potale, or water for cleansing the vessels in my 
“ Distillery; and that I will not use or suffer to be used in such 
“ Distillery any Still in making or distilling Spirits from wash, 

“ low wines or singlings, other than the identical Still and Stills 
“ in such Distillery, previously entered and registered in the 
“ office of Excise, or such other Still or Stills as tl>e Com- 
“ missioners of Excise shall permit to be sutetituted in case of 
“ accident ; and that I will not use or work, or suffer to be used 
or worked, any Still, in distilling Spirits from wash, low wines 
“ or singlings, of which notice shall have been given to dis- 
“ continue work, without such notice being pi’eviously given of 
“ again commencing to work, as is required by law ; and that 
I will not directly or indirectly be concerned in the rectifying 20 
“ or compounding of any Spirits during such time as I shall be 
“ licensed to distil Spirits. So help me GOD.” 

And every person requiring such Licence shall also, rvith two sufficient 
sureties to the satisfaction of the said Commissioners of Excise, enfer into 
a bond to His Majesty, Ilis Heirs and Successors, in a penalty not less 
than Ten pounds for every gallon content of such Still, conditioned for the 
payment of all such sum and sums of money as shall be chargeable by law 
on every such person for the duties on Spirits or strong waters distilled in 
the Distillery of every such person, or with which such person shall be 
charged under and by virtue of this or any other Act or Acts in force in 
Ireland relating to such duties, and also for the payment of all penalties which ^ 1 
shall be incurred by such person during the continuance of such Licence. 

And be it further Enacted, That no Licence shall be granted under the 
regulations of this Act for the keeping or using any Still, the body whereof, 
without the head or any other appendage thereto, shall not be capable of 
contaiuiiig more than one hundred gallons. 

And 
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And be it further Enacted, That it sJiall and may be lawful for the said licences to 
Commissioners of Inland Excise and Taxes, w any three of them, at any riss Haii, 
time to grant, without any fee, a licence, foi' one or more Still or Stills, to Apo^«ane», 
be kept and used at Apothecaries Hall in Dubl'm, of any such dimensions 
or content, as such Commissioners shall thmk fit, and as sliall be specified 
in such Licence, for the purpose of distilling medical compounds, or cor- 
dials or cordial, or medical waters only; and also in like manner at any 

22 time to grant, witiiout any fee, a Licence to aiiy chemist apothecary or 
druggist, to keep or make use of one or more Still or Stills, of such dimen- 
sions not exceeding Twelve gallons content, and no other, as shall be 
specified in such Licence, for the purpose of distilling medicinal compounds 
or cordials, or cordial or medical waters only ; and also in like manner at 
any time to grant a Licence to any such person or persons as they shall 
tliink proper, to keep or make use of one or more Still or Stills, not 
exceeding Twelwe gallons content each, fw the purpose of distilling 
medical waters only, or for making CKperiments aad discoveries in natural 
philosophy ; and all such Licences shall be in force until tlie twenty-ninth 
day of September next ensuing the date thereof respectively ; provided 
tliat before any such Licence shall be granted for any Still or Stills at 
Apothecaries Hall in Dublin, the Treasurer or Clerk of the Company of 

23 Apothecaries thei-e, or some person to be appointed by the said Company, 
and to be approved of by the said Commissioners of Excise, shall enter 
into a bond to His Majesty, in a penalty after the rate of Ten pounds for 
every gallon content of each such Still required to be licensed, conditioned 
that such Still or Stills shall not be used or employed in distilling any 
Spirits whatever, other than and except medicinal compounds and cordial 
waters ; and that before any such Licence shall be granted to any chymist, 
apothecary, druggist, or other person applying for the same, such chymist, 
apothecary, druggist, or other person shall, previous to the granting of 
such Licence, enter into a bond to His Majesty, with one or more 
sureties, to the satisfaction of such Commissioners, in the sum of One 
hundred pounds, conditioned that such chymist, apothecary, druggist, or 
other person shall not distil or sell any Spirits whatsoever other than and 

24 except medicinal compounds and cordial waters, and that such person 
shall not lend nor let out any such Still to any person whatsoever; and in case 
of any breach of the condition of any such bond, the Licence in respect of 
which such bond was given, shall, immediately after judgment liad upon 
such bond, be null and void. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the said Licence to 
Commissioners of Inland Excise and Taxes, or any three of them, upon Turpentine, 
application for that purpose, to grant at any time, without fee or reward, 
a Licence to any person or persons resident in or in the vicinity of any city 
or town corporate in Ireland, to keep or make use of one or more Still or 
Stills of any such dimensions or content and no other, as such Commis- 
sioners shall tliink fit, and as shall be specified in such Licence, for 'the 
purpose of distilling or rectifying of oil of turpentine, or spirits of turpen- 
305. tine,

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tine, or for the purpose of distilling any chemical or essential oils; ahd 25 
such Licence shall be in force until the twenty-ninth day of September 
next ensuing the date thereof respectively ; Provided always, That before 
any such Licence shall be granted, every person applying for the same 
shall, previous to the granting of such Licence, enter into bond to His 
Majesty, with one or more surety or sureties, to the satisfaction of such 
Conimissioiiers, in a penalty after the rate of Ten pounds for every gallon 
of the content of each Still to be licensed, condilioned that such person 
shall not distil or sell apy Spirits whatsoever, other than and except oil 
of turpentine, or spirits of turpentine, or the chemical or essential oils 
mentiOried in such Licence, and that such person shall not lend or let out 
such Still to any person whatsoever ; and in case of any breach of the 
condition of such bond, such Licence shall, immediately after judgment 
had upon such bond, be hull and void : Provided also, That every person so 
licensed shall be subject and liable to the^isits of any officer of Excise 26 
to inspect such Still, and the materials used therein, and the products 
thereof, and to such of the rules and regulations in this Act contained, as 
the said Commissioners of Excise shall, from time to time, think necessary 
to enforce, for preventing any fraud against this Act by the parlies so 
licensed. 

And be it further Enacted, That no person licensed as a Distiller under 
this Act, shall rectify or compound any Spints, and that it shall not be lawful 
for the said Commissioners of Inland Excise and Taxes to grant any 
Licence to rectify or compound Spirits to any such Distiller so licensed 
under this Act, or to any person who shall act or be in trust for or for the 
account of such Distiller ; and if any such Distiller shall rectify or com- 
pound any Spirits, or shall be directly or indirectly concerned or engaged 27 
in the rectifying or compounding of Spirits, such Distiller shall, for every 
such oflence, forfeitthe sum of Five hundred pounds, and the Licence of such 
Distiller under this Act shall be and is hereby declared to be void. 

And be it further Enacted, That no Distiller licensed under this Act, shall 
be licensed to sell or deal in home-made Spirits notdistilled by such Distiller, 
or to sell or deal in foreign Spirits on commission or otherwise ; and that no • 
such Distiller “hall receive or deal in or sell any Spirits by commission or 
otherwise, except such Spirits as shall have been distilled in some Distillery 
of such Distiller, duly entered and licensed according to this Act ; and if 
any sue Distiller shall receive or sell or deal in any home-made or foreign 
Spirits by commission or otherwise, contrary to this Act, such Distiller shall, 28 
for every such offence, forfeit the sum of One hundred pounds. 

And be it further Enacted, That no Distiller licensed under this Act, 
shall brew or make any liquor from corn malted or unmalted, other than 
potale, to be distilled by him ; and it shall be lawful for any officer of 
Excise to charge all liquor made or brewed from corn malted or unmalted, 
in the possession of any Distiller in the same manner as potale or wash > 
for the purpose of distilling is by this Act chargeable; and in case any 

potale 
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pot&le or liquor brewed or made from com malted or unmalted, shall be 
found in the possession of such Distiller, in any vessel not entered for that 

29 purpose, such Distiller shall forfeit tlie sum of Fifty pounds togetlier with Penalty <io*- 
the sum of Twenty shillings for every gallon of such potale or other liquor : GsIIot/' 
Provided always, That it shall be lawful for every such Distiller to have in 
his dwelling-house a reasonable quantity of beer and ale for the use of 
himself and his family, such ale or beer not having been brewed by such 
Distiller- 

And be it further Enacted, That no such Distiller, while he shall carry Diftiiler Aall 
on the trade of a Distiller, shall sell or deliver out any malt to any person "uf Malt m 
whatsoever ; and if any Distiller shall sell or deliver out any malt to any P^fou- 
person contrary to the directions of this Act, such Distiller shall, for every 
such offence, forfeit the sum of One hundred pounds, 

20 And be it further Enacted, That no Distiller in Ireland shall have any 
share in or be in any manner concerned in the sale of spirituous liquors by 
retail, and if any Distiller shall, contrary hereto, have any share in or be 
In any manner concerned in such sale, every such Distiller shall, for every 
such offence, forfeit the sum of Two hundred pounds. 

And be it further Enacted, That during such time as the Distillation while fiiflit-. 
of Spirits from corn or grain malted or unmalted, shall not be prohibited Spl 7 t\froni 
by law in Ireland, no low wines or spirits shall be made extracted or proTitiL"f 

21 distilled in Ireland from sugar, or from molasses, or any mixture with the noSpiriisfhiil 
same or either of them ; and that if any Distiller licensed under this Act, Sugar. 

or any other person in Ireland, shall at any time while the Distillation of 
Spirits from corn or grain is not prohibited by law in Ireland, make extract 
or distil any low wines or spirits from sugar or molasses, or any mixture 
with the same, or shall brew or prepare any wort or wash from su^^ar or 
molasses, or any mixture with the same or either of them, for the purposes 
of extracting or distilling low wines or spirits, or if any Distiller from corn 
or grain shall have keep or make use of any sugar wash, molasses wash 
or sweet water, in the Distillery of such Distiller, during the time that such 

22 Distiller shall have any worts wash or potale from corn in the Distillery 

of such Distiller, every such Distiller or other person shall forfeit the sum Penalty 500/. 

of Five hundred pounds ; and all sugar and molasses, and all wash or sweet 

water prepared from the same or either of them, or any mixture therewith, 

and all low wines and spirits made extracted or distilled therefrom, whether 

such wash, sweet water, low wines or spirits, shall or shall not be mixed 

with any other material, and all sugar and molasses beyond what may be 

necessary for the family use of any Distiller, which shall be found at any 

time in any Distillery, or in the possession of any Distiller licensed under 

this Act, shall be foifeited, and may be seized by any officer of Excise. 

And be it further Enacted, That if any Distiller shall for the making Penalty on 

33 of or in the distilling of any low wines singlings or spirits, or for the Sg^lny^stiTr 
C brewing, 
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brewing, making, fermenting or preparing, any wort wasli or potale, 
wherewith or wherefrom to distil low wines singlings or spiiits, or for or 
in any process appertaining or relating thereto respectively, have or keep 
or make use of any Still, Still head, worm, copper, keeve, vat, cooler, 
back or other vessel or utensil whatever, or any appendage or apparatus 
whatever, communicating or connected directly or indirectly with any Still, 
Still head, worm or copper, or any part thereof respectively, such Still, 
Still head, worm, copper, keeve, vat, cooler, back or other vessel or 
utensil, appendage or apparatus, not having been set forth, or not being 
numbered as set forth, or being in any other place than shall be set forth in 
the account by this Act required to be made and delivered by such Distiller, 34
